4,) the following 
salutary provision: “Phe times, places, and 
manner of holding elections, for Senators and 
Representatives sliall be preseribed in’ each 
S:ate by the Legishuure thereot; bul the Con- 
eress may at any time, by law, make or alter 
such regulations, except as to the place of choos- 
jue Senators. Now, itis apparent, that many | 
existing diliculties and serious evils might be 
avoided, by a fire and impartial exereise of 
the powee given to Congress, in the latter 
cliuse of this paragraph. Congress by a geu- 
eritaet, modifying the enaetments of the State 
Legislatures, might produce uniformity in the 
numer ot the election of their own members,

A Funenat in Concress, 

Yesterday morning, at 6 o’elock, the Hon. 
Thaddeus ‘Betts, a member of the Senate of 
the United States, from Connecticut, died at 
his lodgings. Immediately, after the opening of: 
the Senate, the fact was announced by his col- 
league, the Hon, O. Smith, Whereupon the 
Senate, having appointed a committee of ar- 
rangements for the funeral, and passed the 
usual resolutions of condolence, adjourned, 
The other House, upon the annuneiation ot 
the death in their hall, by a message from the 
Senate, and on the motion of the Hon, 'T. B. 
Osborne, a Representative from the 
State, likewise adjourned, 

The funeral took place to-day. The order 
of the procession, you may learn from the 
printed notice, a copy of which T enclose.* 
Agreeably to that notice, the corpse, under the 
direction of the committee, accompanied by ‘ 
the chaplains of Congress, the pall bearers, and 
the delegation of Connecticut, with a son ols 
the deceased, as mourners (all in full funeral: 
dresses, according to southern custom) was re- 
moved to the Capitol, and placed for a short pe- 
riod in the centre of the rotunda. Inthe mean- 
time, the chaplain of the House of Kepresen- 
tatives left his place in the procession, and at-; 
tended prayers at the opening of the House. 
Whereupon the members of that body, with, 
the speaker and clerk at their head, joined the 
procession, as it moved from the rotunda to 
the Senate chamber; where the Vice-President 
was in the chair and the in their! 
seats, ready to receive the procession, ‘The 
corpse Was placed in the centre of the area, i 
front of the Secretary’s desk. The chaplains 
took their seats at this desk, with the Seereta- 
ry of the Senate on their right and the clerk of 
the House on their left. The bearers and com- 
mittee were seated in front of the desk, and 
the mourners on the left of the corpse, in’ the 
area. And the President aud heads of the de- 
partments immediately entered, and took their 
on the left. For a long time before the 
procession entered the Senate chamber, the 
galleries had been crowded, principally by la- 
dies; and, immediately after, every avenue, 
with the adjacent rooms, was filled, as far as 
the eye could extend its vision, or the voice oi 
the speakers be beard. As soon as all were 
seated who could obtain seats, the chaplain of 
the House of Representatives rose, and read 
that peculisrly appropriate lesson of holy’ 
Scripture, contained im T, Cor, 15th chap. 
beginning with the 19th verse, and followed 
the reading with prayer. “The chaplain of the 
Senate then delivered the funeral discourse, 
founded on the 26th verse of the chapter previ- 
ously read: “ The last enemy that shall be de- 
stroyed is death;” and closed the religious ex-! 
ercises with prayer.—The scene was imposing; 
the exercises, which oecupied about au hour, 
were solemn and appropriate, and the impres- 
sion, | hope (1 am confident, indeed,) was 
deep and salutary. 

Immediately after the religious exercises 
were closed, the procession was formed, at the 
Fast front of the Capitol, consisting of about 
fifty coaches, procured for the memb ot 
Congress, besides the private carriages in at- 
tendance; and moved to the public cemetery, 
distant about a mile from the Capitol, where 
the corpse was temporarily deposited,

Kirk, preached on Tuesday evening, 24th March, in| 
the North Dutch Church, city of New York. The 
text is, ** Let as not be weary in well doing, for in 
due season we shall reap, if we faint not.” Gal. 4:| 
9. We make the following striking extract from the 
close of the Sermon:— } 


By growing weary in well doing, you will 
be an ungrateful Christian: you have received 
the grace of God; you have ‘elt the delights of 
religion; you look forward to the saint’s rest: 
and can you be indifferent to others’ welfare:
